Give Us the Tablets 


'"THE NATION," probably the most radical 
.<•* of our liberal organs, furnishes an inter- 
e=tins discussion of what is commonly termed 
"the third party movement." While an advocate 
of a third party that shall furnish in a nation- 
wide sense representation to the aspirations and 
interests connoted by the stirrings of a varied 
mass whose several groups respond to differ- 
ent proximate causes, but have underlying a 
common stimulus, the "Nation" finds consola- 
tion in the split-up of the Chicago farmer-labor 
convention. The reason is that, in themselves, 
the developments of the 
Chicago convention 


sdded to the conviction of the "Nation" that 
v.-hile clas? consciousness has given motion to 
the dissent of various groups to the entire philo- 
sophy of the old party organizations, they have 
not yet arrived at a common'sense of coopera- 
tion'upon broad lines without which a great 
liberal party can not he cemented and become 
formidable. It may be remembered that it was 
this view which caused Senator La Follette to 
reject the third party nomination in 1926. 


Thus far there is insufficient intellectual 


cohesion, probably because a majority of the 
country's uncomfortable are not sure how to 
find relief. 
While this and that remedy or 


panacea can be enumerated, 
running into a 


mass of project and theory about as useful as 
the ensemble of bills introduced in a session of 
the legislature, we confess 
to considerable 


vagueness as to what fundamentals of relief 
the liberal movement is driving at. What con- 
ditions are wrong, what human situations are 
wrong, are fairly simple matters to determine. 
What would be right, broadly speaking, is not a 
difficult question for open minded and just peo- 
ple. But how to do away with wrong and estab- 
lish right is a thing upon which few agree, and 
perhaps nobody knows. We smile at the Nation's 
simile which describes republican handling of 
vital, but "dangerous", issues as a man rap- 
idly juggling a hot potato from one hand to 
another, but the figure may be extended in its 
application to justify the juggler. 
If he is 


afraid to eat the potato for fear of getting 
l-urned, and dare not throw it away, because 
the food will be needed, perhaps to "juggle" 
is the only safe procedure. Sometimes it seems 
possible that our statesmen juggle great ques- 
tions, not because the common imputation that 
they do not want them rightly solved, is true, 
but because they do not know how to solve them 
f-nd fear to undertake any solution of the evil 
which might prove more damaging than the 
evil itself.

the things thrown up on the beach by the pop- 
ular unrest. 
Brookhart of Iowa is another. 


Johnson, battling Preus, bubbled up from the 
bottom. What he does not know is amusingly 
apparent, but one can not be sure that his ig- 
norance is a more impractical thing than is 
such knowledge as may be possessed by Ship- 
fitead or Brookhart. We may have a new read- 
ing of the human aspirations and inalienable 
rights which the constitution attempts to clarify 
and to preserve. We can easily refresh our- 
selves upon certain broad principles which in 
justice must govern human relationship. But 
to reproduce them in the actual conduct of men 
and women, setting every human act to the 
tune of justice which underlies it, is a very dif- 
ferent matter.
